PROTESTERS CALL FOR MAYOR EMANUEL TO STEP DOWN

Long before Mayor Emanuel tackled police 
accountability in an unusual speech before the 
City Council on Wednesday it was clear there 
was nothing the embattled mayor could say 

There was no mea culpa great enough, no 
promises convincing enough to satisfy hundreds 
of protesters who converged downtown and 
marched through the Loop and later along the 
Magnificent Mile and other parts of the Near 
North Side in a vociferous rebuke of how he has 
handled issues of police misconduct, brought to 
the forefront by the controversy over Laquan 
McDonald’s shooting death in 2014. 

They want Emanuel gone. 

“This is bigger than a police shooting,” one 
demonstrator announced to the crowd at 


Daley Plaza. “There’s a culture of corruption 
that exists in Chicago.” 

The swath of protesters had barely begun 
marching down Dearborn Street when young 
demonstrator Lamon Reccord, noted in part 
for staring down police officers tasked with 
supervising marches, began running down the 
street with several officers chasing him. The 
officers detained him briefly pushing their way 
through a crowd of people who blocked their 
path as they tried to put Reccord into a police 
van. It was not clear what touched off the inci- 
dent, but organizer Rousemary Vega said a man 
not part of the demonstration began taunting 
Reccord. 

“It just shows that if you’re a black man in the 
city of Chicago, you’re found guilty before you 


go to a judge,” Vega said, crying. “Of course he 
ran away There’s fear in our youth. They don’t 
trust the cops.” 

The group surrounded the police unit parked 
on Dearborn and refused to move. After about 
15 minutes, Reccord was released and the group 
began marching through the Loop. 

“Rahm, resign!” they chanted. “What did 
Rahm know, and when did he know it?!” 

But protesters didn’t just take their message 
to the streets— they showed up at City Hall 
and offered up their views on social media. 
By Wednesday afternoon #ResignRahm was 
trending on Twitter. 

The mayor, who won a second term in office 
this spring, has said repeatedly that he will not 
step down, associated press contributed 


Emanuel: I’m sorry’ 

Mayor Emanuel on Wednesday apolo- 
gized to aldermen for the police shooting 
of Laquan McDonald “that happened on 
my watch.” 

“If we’re going to fix it, I want you to un- 
derstand it’s my responsibility with you,” 
Emanuel said in a rare speech to the full 
Chicago City Council. “But if we’re also 
going to begin the healing process, the 
first step in that journey is my step, and 
I’m sorry.” 

Emanuel-who has dismissed his police 
superintendent, parted ways with the 
head of the police shooting review agen- 
cy and dropped opposition to the release 
of the McDonald shooting video during 
the past two weeks-framed up the situa- 
tion as “a defining moment on the issues 
of crime and policing-and the even larg- 
er issues of truth, justice and race.” 

The address of about 40 minutes was 
more of a political speech designed to 
assuage Chicagoans than one filled with 
specific plans that several aldermen called 
for this week to deal with entrenched prob- 
lems in the Chicago Police Department. 
Those problems were highlighted nation- 
ally by the fatal shooting of the 17-year- 
old McDonald, an African-American, by a 
white police officer, and the 13 months it 
took for video of the incident to be made 
public by court order and for a murder 
charge to be brought only shortly before 
the video’s release, -tribune

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Medical pot dispensary 
now open in Uptown 


ByLeonorVivanco i redeye 
Steve Torres was among the first patients to 
walk through the doors of Chicago’s only 
medical marijuana dispensary which officially 
opened in Uptown on Wednesday 

Within an hour, he left Dispensary 33 with 
a bag containing 7 grams of Grace’s Cookies 
and 3.5 grams of Chicago Blue Dream— names 
of two of the nine strains of marijuana for sale 
at the outlet— his first legal purchase of can- 
nabis that he hopes will alleviate and manage 
symptoms of multiple sclerosis. In all, it cost 
him $200. 

Torres hopes the medical marijuana will pro- 
vide relief for the pain in his legs, tremors and 
insomnia; the latter he’s taken a sedative for, 
but it’s made him loopy 

“I just need to feel good taking medication. 
You don’t want to get stressed out because 
you’re fatigued— because you took a lot of 
muscle relaxers and you’re just out of it,” said 
Torres, 46, a tax preparer who lives in Alsip. 

He’s expecting the medical marijuana to 
counter the fatigue. 

“Now, this is going to be uplifting, energetic. 
It’s going to give me the energy to get out there 
and do my thing because tax season is coming,” 
he said after leaving the dispensary at 5001 N. 
Clark Street. 

Wednesday marked the opening of the first 
dispensary in Chicago, allowing medical mari- 
juana to be sold legally in the city 

Dispensary 33 is among 12 registered dispen- 
saries that have opened across the state in re- 
cent weeks, two years after Illinois lawmakers 
approved a medical marijuana program. Two 
more are expected to open this week. 

About 3,600 patients have been approved 
for the state program and medically certified 
as having one of about 40 debilitating medical 


conditions, including HIV, cancer and mul- 
tiple sclerosis. 

On a bench outside Dispensary 33, a 34-year- 
old man said he looked forward to traveling a 
shorter distance for his medical marijuana. The 
Uptown location is closer to his Bridgeport 
home than the suburban Mundelein dispensary 
which would take more than an hour to get to. 

In a short time, he has noticed the effect 
marijuana was having on his Crohn’s disease. 

“It certainly allows me to function every 
day,” said the man, who didn’t want his name 
published for fear of professional repercus- 
sions. “When I’m having a bad day and my 
stomach is on fire and I feel sick, queasy and 
nauseous, it made me comfortable enough to 
work,” the program developer said. 

He said he was looking forward to trying 
cannabis oil and edibles. Dispensary 33 carries 
dry herb for ncny but co-owner Zachary Zises 
said he expects to carry extracts and edibles in 
a few weeks. 

Zises said he was informed by the state this 
week that 150 patients are registered to buy can- 
nabis at Dispensary 33. Like at all dispensaries, 
purchases will be logged in a database so pa- 
tients don’t exceed the legal limit of 2.5 ounces 
per 14-day period, he said. By some estimates, 
that’s about 10 cigarette-sized joints a day 

“When they come into the facility they can 
expect to have access to as much time as they 
need and as much resources and expertise we 
have,” Zises, formerly a commodities trader, 
said before the dispensary opened Wednesday 

Only registered medical marijuana patients 
approved by the state are able to get past the 
waiting room and into a retail area, which 
some patients described as a space with a glass 
display case of marijuana buds.

A BITTER AFTERTASTE 


“Better luck next 
year.” 

Those are four 
words no fantasy 
football player ever 
wants to hear. They 
are synonymous 
with aspiring chefs 
hearing “You’ve been 
chopped.” In both 
cases, you are usually 
going home without a prize and the only 
place you are considered a winner is in your 
own mind. 

In many ways, preparing for next year— or, 
even better, preparing to not ever hear the 
words “wait until next year”— can be done 
simply by watching hit shows on the Food 
Network. 

‘Chopped* 

Isn’t a fantasy football draft a lot like a mys- 
tery basket of ingredients you have to make a 
delicious dish out of and be creative in doing 
it? There’s also the pressure of the clock 
expiring as each week gets you closer to the 


prize or the chopping block. 

Winners on this show often say they 
practice making different dishes beforehand. 
If you didn’t make the fantasy playoffs, now 
is the perfect time to put together different 
lineups you would never think of to create an 
award-winning dish. 

Mystery baskets featuring quarterback 
Matt Schaub (308 passing yards, 1 TD), run- 
ning back James White (115 receiving yards, 

1 TD) and receiver Dorial Green-Beckham 
(119 receiving yards, 1 TD) complemented by 
a stud or two likely fielded a fantasy team that 
moved on to the dessert round last week. 

Just remember next year to ALWAYS get 
all ingredients on your plate in terms of bye 
weeks, injury replacements and underper- 
forming players, or you could be chopped. 

‘Restaurant: Impossible* 

Just as struggling owners call on the expertise 
of chef Robert Irvine to turn their failing 
restaurants around, you too can spend the 
remaining weeks of the NFL season taking 
note of moves you’ve should’ve made but 
didn’t, or turn to a pro for help. 


As Irvine likely would recommend butter 
to make things taste better, softening up 
someone in your league with a compliment 
might encourage them to give you guidance. 
Buttering up an expert also makes it unlikely 
that you will ever hear “This is why you’re 
failing” in a loud angry British voice. 

In “Restaurant: Impossible,” Irvine 
preaches simple principles to help people 
create winning dining establishments. In fan- 
tasy football, you should do the same. Keep 
your roster clean without putting out a lot of 
bad things; offer value while trying to provide 
something people just can’t live without. 

Next year, Antonio Brown is likely to be a 
top choice on everyone’s menu. Aside from 
his unsuccessful reproduction attempt with a 
goal post last week (see above), his numbers 
(118 receiving yards, twoTDs in that game), 
have me in agreement with Irvine’s ideol- 
ogy-minus shirts that are a size too small.

Glass section that includes a maple-flavored, cold-brew coffee spiked with bour- 
bon, sherry, salt and egg. 


All very inviting. However, one stunner in 
the Fruit Forward + Fun group that should 
not be missed is the Look Out Below, named 
for the submarine jargon that calls for sea- 
men lookouts to descend from their topside 
stations in preparation for submersion.

Chicago chefMindy Segal to launch line of marijuana edibles

A top chef may soon be causing the munchies 
even as she satisfies them. 

Prominent Chicago chef Mindy Segal an- 
nounced Tuesday that she plans to create a 
line of cannabis-infused edible products for 
medical marijuana patients. 

Segal, the owner of Mindy’s HotChocolate 
restaurant in Bucktown, has agreed to make a 
line of products for Cresco Labs, which plans 
to operate three cultivation centers in Illi- 
nois. Cresco says Segal is the first James Beard 
Award-winning celebrity chef to agree to bake 
for the cannabis industry 

Her first products will include a line of 
chocolate brittle bars, granola bites, hot 
chocolate and a cookie batter mix, playing off 
recipes from her book, “Cookie Love.” The 
edibles should be ready by late February 
The medical marijuana industry opened 
in Illinois last month, serving patients who 
must get a doctor’s recommendation to 
treat any of about 40 specified chronic de- 
bilitating conditions such as cancer, HIV or 


muscular dystrophy 

Marijuana-infused food was not initially 
available, because it’s more complicated to 
make, but edibles reportedly have become 
more popular than the smokable flower in 
some of the 22 other states with medical mari- 
juana. 

Cooking with oil or butter extracted from 
marijuana will be a new adventure for 48 -year- 
old Segal, one she hopes to take nationwide in 
states where medical marijuana is legal. 

Segal said she has “dabbled” in baking with 
marijuana on a small scale, not to sell, but to 
help people she knows with chronic pain. 
She’s hoping that by making her treats deli- 
cious, she’ll help people who’ve lost their ap- 
petite from illness or chemotherapy 

The first treats Segal is working on include 
salted toffee smoked almond brittle, peanut 
butter brittle and caramelized white choco- 
late with a note of butterscotch. 

She said she will have to experiment with 
different cannabis strains, concentrations 
and recipes, while Cresco will make sure the

dosages are accurate so patients know what 
they’re getting. While she anticipated some 
resistance to working with a drug that re- 
mains banned by federal law, she hasn’t heard 
it yet. 

“I have a lot to learn and a lot to give,” she 


said. “I’m hoping I can be a leader in the in- 
dustry” 

After receiving multiple offers to work in 
the business, Segal said, she chose Cresco be- 
cause it is led by astute businessmen with a 
“heartfelt” approach, noting that co-founder 
Joe Caltabiano is a cancer survivor himself. 

She wouldn’t name names, but she said she 
knows other top-name chefs who may get 
into the business. 

By state law, all medical marijuana products 
must be made at one of up to 22 licensed cul- 
tivation centers. That’s why Cresco is building 
a kitchen at its Joliet grow house, which Segal 
will supervise, though she won’t be there ev- 
ery day 

“Having someone with Mindy’s name 
brand and credibility enter the cannabis in- 
dustry says a lot about where this industry 
is headed,” Cresco Labs founder Charles 
Bachtell said. 

Segal’s products are intended to be avail- 
able for sale at licensed dispensaries across the 
state, and eventually in five additional states.
